Jordan denies reports of 
military pledge to Iraq 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
Spokesmen tor the Jordanian 
government last night emphatical- 
ly denied that King Hussein's 
reiteration of total support tor Iraq 
in the war with Iran involves 
military commitments. 

The spokesmen were reacting to 
news agency reports that Hussein 
declared he had placed Ms armed 
forces under Iraq’s command. The 
reports claimed the declaration 
was broadcast by Amman radio 
yesterday, on Hussein's return 
from a two-day visit to Baghdad — 
Ms second since Iraq went to war 
with Iran on September 32. 

In fact, both Amman radio and 
TV reported Hussein as having 
pledged to place his country's 
"energies and resources" at Iraq's 
disposal in Its war with Iran. 

Like previous pronouncements of 
unrestricted support for Iraq', 
yesterday's statement fell short of 
heralding military Involvement — a 
move both the U.S. and Israel have 
warned against. 

Post Military Correspondent 
Hirsh Goodman adds: 

Israel military sources last night 
said it seemed highly unlikely that 
either Jordan or Iraq would do 
anything at this stage to warrant an 
Israeli response, since Iraq's, at- 
tack has bogged down and the coun- 


try’s army is already over- 
extended on the Iranian front 

The sources speculated that Jor- 
dan’s recurrent announcements of 
support for Iraq were Intended 
primarily as a message to Iran, in- 
dicating that tMs would be a good 
time for Iran to agree to a truce, or 
at least a compromise, under Iraqi 
conditions. They pointed out that 
the food situation In Iraq is growing 
more' critical each day, and that 
without successes in the field, Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein is fin- 
ding it increasingly difficult to 
Justify the protracted conflict to his 
population. 

While there may be some long- 
term Implications In the deepening 
cooperation between the two coun- 
tries, observers here yesterday 
doubted there was Immediate 
significance in Hussein's latest 
remarks. 

They also minimized a report 
yesterday that the British had un- 
dertaken to bolster Akaba's 
defences. “What could be more 
.natural," one official said. "The 
British have been training and ar- 
ming the Jordanian army for three 
decades. Given the rising strategic 
importance of Akaba It is logical to 
assume that the Jordanians are 
having second thoughts about its 
safety."

249 nabbed in nation’s largest drug raid 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
TEL AVTV. — Police predict a dry 
spell In illegal drugs following the 
arrests yesterday of 249 alleged 
users and dealers . during - a pre- 
dawn, nation-wide raid, the largest 
In the country’s history. 

= The raid, called "Operation 
Trash 80.” began in the early hours 
of the morning yesterday when 
some 1,000 policemen fanned out 
throughout the country with 
warrants to search the homes of the 
suspects. 

“This time we made a point of 
trying to catch users, to bring 
awareness to a society that has 
become complacent In its attitude 
towards the drug scene," said In- 
vestigations chief Nltzav Yehezkel 
Carthy after the raid. 

At a news conference yesterday 
at National Police Headquarters in 
Jerusalem. Carthy said the opera- 
tion symbolized a new police ap- 
proach to “the war against the drug 
plague." • 

Detectives, who participated in 
the raid received their final brief- 
ing at 3.30 a.m: at special command 
posts set up in their respective dis- 
tricts. Each team, of detectives was 
Issued a detailed file on its targets, 
with Information based on three 
months of Intensive Intelligence 
work. ... 

During the briefing, district com- 
manders urged their men to refrain 
from violence during arrests. 

As the order to move out was 
given from Kiryat. Shmona .in the 
north to Eilat In. the south, teams 
comprised of five specially picked 
men hit simultaneously at suspects' ■ 


residences. Deployment during the 
raid called for members of the 
teams to station themselves at 
potential exits from the houses, 
while partners bearing warrants 
burst in. 

Progress reports began pouring 
into the command posts shortly 
after the raid began, along with 
requests for dogs, specially trained 
to sniff out narcotics. 

Police said yesterday that charge 
sheets were being submitted 
against those in custody. 

Some SO minors suspected of u»- 
1 tng and dealing In drugs were 
arrested, but no Indictment would 
be filed against them, police added. 

The operation also netted 
suspected stolen property and 
arms. 

Police arrested Si users and 68 
dealers In toe northern district, U 
users and 58 dealers In toe Tel Aviv 
district: and 28 users and 45 dealers 
In the southern district. 

Haifa Magistrate Ram Savir 
remanded 27 suspects. — among 
them three women — for periods 
ranging from 4 to 15 days. They will 
all' be brought to trial while still un- 
der police custody, a police 

spokesman said. 

‘‘Our target waa to catch 88 of toe 
drug dealers we knew were 
operating In the area and 28 of their 
customers, which we knew would 
be a severe blow to the whole drug 
operation Haifa Police Chief Tat- 
Nltzav Avraham Turgeman said. 
"Those we could hot lay our hands 
on are either out of town or abroad, 
so I think we have earned the right 


to cl aim the operation was a total 
success." 

Turgeman told reporters that the 
operation had been in preparation 
at the National Police Head- 
quarters tor over a month, and un- 
der the utmost secrecy. “Most of 
the policemen who carried It out 
here did not know details until two 
or three hours before It started. We 
knew that a total surprise was our 
best trump.” 

He said It took Haifa police seven 
months to collect enough evidence 
and prepare all cases. "We had un- 
dercover agents who staged drug 
deals with those people. They met 
46 times' for purchase and sale of 
hashish, heroin and Ado! an cap- 
sules. When the National Head- 
quarters gave us the green, light, we 
were more than ready." 

The teams took off at 2.00 a.m., 
all of them accompanied by police 
dogs and sappers. In case ex- 
plosives were found. They took all 
suspects by surprise. 

Within 40 minutes, ten suspects 
had been arrested, most dragged 
out of their beds and too confused to 
understand what was going on. 
None tried to escape or resist 
arrest One of the women had her 
Infant son with her and refused to 
. leave film behind. She appeared 
with the baby before Magistrate 
Savir a few hours later. 

However, searches at the 

suspects' apartments uncovered lit- 
tle. At one. police found several 
silver items and colour TV sets 
' believed to be stolen, and at others, 
large amounts of ammunition and

Weizman

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday publicly dissociated 
Israel from Ezer Welzman's 
"Intervention in the American 
democratic process." 

In a formal statement issued 
after the weekly cabinet meeting, 
Begin expressed his "deep regret' 
at Welzman's behaviour and 
declared that Israel upholds the 
principle of non-intervention in the 
electoral process of any other coun- 
try. 

Begin's statement reflected the 
unanimous condemnation by 
ministers of Welzman's apparent 
endorsement of President Jimmy 
Carter. (See adjacent story.) 

"The statement said that Israel is 
"gratified" that “Irrespective of 
political affiliation" the American 
people "render their support to 
Israel and its security.” 

Much of the cabinet meeting 
wMch was held yesterday Instead 
of Sunday because of the sendoff tor 
President Yitzhak Navon to Egypt 
on Sunday, was taken up by the 
Welsman issue. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
warned that the unprecedented in- 
volvement by a prominent Israeli In 
the U.S. election process, may lead 
to a similar intervention by 
Americans in an Israeli election. 

Hurvitz termed Welzman’s action 
— the former defence minister join 
ed Carter's campaign trip from 
Washington to last night's 
Cleveland debate with Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan, and 
attended a rally with Carter — "ex- 
tremely serious." 

Hurvitz said that Weizman 
"couldn't keep his nose out of the 
American people's business," and 
warned that the MX may believe 
that If re-elected. Carter could help 
beef up Welzman's prestige in 
Israeli politics. 

Weizman resigned from the 
cabinet in late May — ostensibly 
over a defence budget clash with 
the finance minister. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
said Weizman had “broken an un 
written law" in International 
relations by Interfering in toe U.S. 
electoral process. It was universal- 
ly accepted, Shamir said, that 
citizens of one country must not In- 
terfere- in the elections of any other- 
country. 

Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechal Zlpori, whose relations 
with Weizman were sometimes 
stormy when toe latter served as 
defence minister, noted that "just 
as I wasn't happy when there were 
all sorts of hints coming from all 
sorts of places” during the 1977 
elections here, “I’m not happy 
about the basic mistake" made by 
Weizman. 

One cabinet source said that dur- 
ing the debate, several ministers 
appeared concerned about Weir- 
man's political future. 

“You don't play roulette with 
your political future," said Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'l, explain- 
ing that the fifty-fifty chance that 
Carter may lose the election could 
mean that Weizman will be “burnt" 
In the American scene In the future. 

Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Katz, who said of Welzman's ac 
tions that "it's just not done,” rais- 
ed the question of the implications 
for the Jewish community in 
America. 

Katz said that until now, "Jewish 
lobby" efforts in the U.S. have been 
"bi-partisan," but that Weizman 
had crossed "a Rubicon" that will 
have long-ranging effects on the 
Jewish community. 

Industry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Part, who referred 
to Weizman as a “friend," was less 
pessimistic. 

“If Carter wins everybody will 
say how smart Ezer was. And if 
Carter loses, everybody will forget 
it in another two weeks," Fatt said. 

Outside the cabinet, Moahe Arens 
(Likud), chairman of the Knesset 
Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee, Bald yesterday that Weiz- 
man had made a "basic mistake.” 
Arens, who grew up in the U.S., 
said he did not believe that Carter 
would remain eternally in Israel's 
debt If re-elected thanks to Welz- 
man’s gesture. American 
presidents take decisions in the 
light of their country's political con- 
siderations, he said. 

There was no way of knowing 
whether Ronald Reagan would get 
his own hack for what Weizman had 
done, Arens said. But It was clear 
that Weizman had tarnished 
Israel's image with both the 
Democratic and Republican par- 
ties. 

Rather than condemning Weiz- 
man, Arens suggested, it would be 
best to let the issue die as fast as 
possible. 

Labour MK Uzl Baram, re- 
questing an urgent motion for the 
agenda on Welzman's action, said 
the problem was that Knesset 
Members lacked a norm of 
parliamentary conduct to guide 
them. Rules should be laid down to 
forbid MKs and other public figures 
to interfere in foreign elections.- 


Shah’s son to declare 
himself ruler of Iran 

CAIRO (UPI). — Exiled ex-crown 
prince Reza Fahlavi, eldest son of 
the late shah, will proclaim himself 
ruler of Iran on Friday, Ms 20th 
birthday, his mother said yester- 
day. 

The late shah’s widow. Empress 
Farah Dlba, announced to 
newsmen at the family's exile In 
Cairo she was giving up the regency 
she has exercised since the shah 
died earlier this year, and was han- 
ding over to her son. 


Strauss sets up flight with president 

Carter’s foes 
outraged by 
Weizman act

WASHINGTON. — Former 
Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man' s apparent endorsement of 
President Jimmy Carter's re- 
election was sharply condemn- 
ed yesterday by American 
Jewish leaders as well as pro- 
Israel Republican and even 
some Democratic politicians. 

All three major television 
networks played up the affair dur- 
ing their evening news 
programmes on Monday night. And 
The New York Times yesterday 
published a photograph of Weiz- 
man, his wife Reuma and Robert 
Strauss, chairman of the Carter- 
Mondale campaign, who made cer- 
tain that Welzman's "en- 
dorsement" received extensive 
publicity In the U.S. news media. 

Strauss also reportedly made the 
arrangements for Welzman's 
journey Monday with Carter 
aboard Air Force One from 
Washington to Cleveland, with a 
stopover in West Virginia. 

Supporters of Republican 


presidential candidate Ronald 
Reagan and Independent candidate 
John Anderson, still stunned by the 
development, continued to express 
outrage. 

Probably the most damaging 
aspect of the incident, in the words 
of one reliable source, was the fact 
that many senior Reagan campaign 
aides, and possibly Reagan 
himself, yesterday did not believe 
that Weizman was acting on his 
own. 

The stiff reactions by Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin and 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
dissociating the Israel government 
from Welzman's behaviour were 
little consolation to the president’s 
opponents, who fear that Welz- 
man's "endorsement” of Carter 
might tilt still undecided Jewish 
voters to vote tor Carter. 

Even before Monday's incident, 
several sources close to Reagan 
had expressed concern that toe 
Israel government waa "tilting" in 
favour of Carter's reelectlon. The 
Weizman campaign swing with

‘Carter did a lot for my country’

Former Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman made a strident defence 
of his actions yesterday, saying 
that U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
“has done a lot tor my country” and 
that Israel always intervenes 
“justifiably" In the domestic 
American political scene. 

Welzman's remarks, to the 
American and Israeli media, came 
after his campaign flight with 
Carter to the Cleveland debate with 
Republican challenger Ronald 
Reagan. 

He slammed those “who Incite 
against Carter as someone who en- 
forced peace on Israel," add i n g that 
it waa “hypocritical" to charge him 
with Intervention In American 


politics. 

“The vast majority of our foreign 
and defence policies are deter- 
mined (within the context of) 
America," he told an Israel Televi- 
sion interviewer. 

He said that such Intervention is 
"justifiable," because it is to 
“achieve what Israel needs." 

He said that Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin repeatedly praises 
Carter, “and I'm not sure that it's 
important if it's done a year, or a 
week, before the elections." 

Asked if he expects Reagan to 
retaliate against his support tor 
Carter, Weizman said he expect' 
that if Reagan is elected 
good Jews will intervene on 
of Israel."

Korean prays 
for Jerusalem

NETANYA. — Parents are keeping 
20.000 schoolchildren home today to 
protest the “sad physical state" of 
the city’s 19 schools. 

This was decided during a 
meeting yesterday between local 
parents committees and school 
principals. 

A statement issued after the ses- 
sion listed broken windows, leaky 
roofs, lack of drinking foun tains , 
filthy lavatories, and building 
materials scattered in school court- 
yards as reasons for the strike. 

“Prior to the decision to strike, 
we held meetings with the mayor 
and other officials, but to no avail," 
the statement said. 

But Netanya Mayor Reuven 
Kleigler said yesterday he bad yet 
to receive word of tbe strike. "If 
there is a strike, I can understand 
the motives behind It," he said. 
"The problem of school vandalism 
is acute In Netanya." 


Placing the blame on the city 
maintenance department. Kleigler 
said negotiations were under way to 
fire 30 workers “who do not work." 

Private contractors, he said, had 
been hired to tar school roofs, 
replace broken windows, and en- 
sure that the schools are safe. 

**I engaged the contractors 
without first Issuing a public tender 
— something that I am not allowed 
by law to do — because of the gravi- 
ty of the situation." Kleigler said. 
“I hope the repair work is finished 
by the time the first rains come." 

Parents, municipal officials, and 
Education Ministry represen- 
tatives will meet tomorrow to dis- 
cuss school maintenance, he added. 

Today’s strike presents the 
municipality with yet another 
challenge to its ability to manage 
its affairs. Earlier this week 
Kleigler was put on notice by the 
Interior Ministry to draw up a 
viable recovery plan for his 
municipality, or to see It disbanded 
by government order. 


Press lauded as ‘weapon’

Speak- 
ing Japanese to an interpreter, she 
said that "the Lord told me during 
my visit here last April to call this 
conference.” 



Burg allays cabinet

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Nursing care bill becomes law 


Sharon won’t ‘meddle’ in U.S. campai

The press is "the most efficient 
and cheapest weapon at our dis- 
posal," Per-Erik Nilsson, Sweden’s 
chief parliamentary ombudsman, 
yesterday told the Second Inter- 
national Ombudsman Conference 
In Jerusalem. 

Delivering the major lecture on 
the conference’s second day, 
Nilsson said that the ombudsman of 
the future should be more of a 
fighter, and characterised the 
Swedish ombudsman’s report as of 
questionable value. 

N Assort affirmed .that the om- 
budsman should issue Information 
about Ms work and publish Ms stan- 
dards for bureaucratic action. He 
noted that the Swedish ombudsman 
has given the press a room In Us 
building. Issues releases on major 
cases, and was planning seminars 
for journalists. 

"One may say that the press is, or 
can be. the body that executes the 


ombudsman’s decisions, or, at any 
rate, assists In getting them ex- 
ecuted," he stated. 

“I have a feeling that I deal too 
much with what went wrong and 
who’s to blame in a certain case, 
and too little with what I can do to 
keep that wrong from being done 
again." Nilsson complained. 

He urged that the ombudsman be 
given more power, so that his 
recommendations do not remain 
pious wishes. 

Nilsson said the ombudsman 
should be empowered to demand a 
statement from an agency of what 
it has done as the result of his com- 
ments. If the reply Is unsatisfac- 
tory, the ombudsman should be 
able to bring the matter before tbe 
government for action. 

Nilsson would also like to see the 
ombudsman empowered to give 
financial compensation to a person 
who has suffered due to 
bureaucratic mistakes or 
negligence. 


Post Knesset Reporter 
Tbe Knesset on Monday passed 
into law the draft amendment to the 
National Insurance Law that es- 
tablishes nursing care lor tbe elder- 
ly as a new Insurance branch. 


The amendment is an enabling 
act, and now that it has passed, the 
National Insurance Institute (NH) 
will establish a nursing care fund 
by diverting 0.2 of 2 per cent of the 
premiums that have been going to 
the maternity branch, which has 
shown surpluses. 

The intention Is to accumulate 
18400m. within the next two or three 
years, which will be used for long- 


term nursing care for the elderly, 
both In old-age homes and in their 
homes. 

The Alignment abstained on the 
vote, maintaining that the bill was 
without substance. The_new branch 
was not yet being activated, it did 
not increase NH premiums, and all 
that was involved was a bookkeep- 
ing operation, Alignment members 
said.'

The national police said the 
terrorists, believed to be members 
of the Moro National Liberation 
Front, a Moslem group fighting for 
self-rule, struck before dawn Sun- 
day at Tagum. a city of about 100,- 
000 people 965 kilometres southeast 
of Manila. 

Four militiamen and a janitor 
were killed In the two-hour fight, 
police said. Three policemen were 
wounded. 

The terrorlata were not believed 


to be connected with urban 
terrorists conducting a bombing 
campaign in tbe capital of Manila 
against the rule of President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos.

Mapam warns Labour

Likud members said they would 
certainly discuss the possibility of 
removing the Issue of sovereignty 
from the private member's bill 
already tabled by Likud and NRP 
members, if this enabled Labour 
MKa to subscribe as well. 

Meanwhile. Geuia Cohen 
(Tehiya) wrote yesterday to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter asking him not 
to interfere in the Knesset's 
legislative process regarding the 
Golan Law. Her faction has also 
tabled a bill calling for the annexa- 
tion of the Golan. 


Israel invited by anti-terror body 


Post Knesset Reporter 
Israel has been invited to send a 
representative to the council of 
Europe's sub-committee on the war 
against terror. 

Reporting this to the Knesset 
plenum yesterday, Menahem 
Sa vldor (Likud-Liberals), one of 
the three MKs who returned this 
month from the Council meeting, 
said that the invitation came after 
nine months of lobbying. 

In addition an Israeli expert will 
attend a Council symposium on 


terror next month, thanks to the in- 
sistence of delegates from various 
countries, Savidor said. 

He singled out Lord McNair of 
Britain for his "objective" report 
on the Palestine Arab refugees and 
for withstanding pressures exerted 
by "Israel's enemies." 

Savidor noted that French 
Premier Raymond Barre, speaking 
at the Council of Europe, evaded 
the barrage of questions fired at 
him over French nuclear aid to 
Iraq. 


TEL AVIV. — The fighting and dis- 
order in Lebanon have reduced the 
Jewish community there to some 
200, according to Mordechai Ben- 
Porat. chairman of the World 
Organization of Jews from Arab 
Countries iWOJAC). Most of the 
Jews have fled the country, while 
many of those that remain are on 
the verge of starvation, Ben-Porat 
added. 

He reported on the situation of 
Lebanese Jewry to a session of the 
WQJAC executive that met here on 
Monday. 

Reliable reports reaching Israel 
last week said that part of Beirut 


Jewry have fled to the mountains, 
while fewer than 20 Jews remain In 
Beirut out of a community that once 
numbered thousands. 

To observe kashrut the Jews in 
Beirut and the mountains have 
arranged for a ritual slaughterer to 
come from Damascus or Aleppo, 
with the permission of the Syrians. 

Tt was also reported that while 
most Jews have not been harmed 
because they are Jewish, four Jews 
were killed solely for this reason. 

Most' Lebanese Jews have 
passports enabling there to leave, 
but they prefer to stay for various 
reasons. 


South Lebanese kidnapped 


METLTLLA. — Dozens of residents 
of the South Lebanese enclave have 
been kidnapped by terrorists In the 
last two days, according to Chris- 
tian militia sources. 

The militia spokesman said he 
has not heard of any persons releas- 
ed. but Beirut sources and the UJM. 
spokesman said seven have been 
released. 

The people were kidnapped while 
travelling on the Beirut-South 
Lebanon road and taken to Tyre, 
militia sources said. 

At a meeting yesterday in Tyre 
between terrorist and local leaders, 
including Bishop George Haddad, 
the bishop's request that the people 
held be turned over to Mm was 
refused, according to the militia 
sources. 

The U.N. spokesman said the kid- 
nappings came in response to the 
reported kidnapping by the miUMa. 
of pro- Iraqi Ba'aUdst an Murtada 
on October 22. 


Militia chief Major Saad Haddad 
warned the terrorists through the 
UN that if the kidnapped persons 
were not set free, the militia would 
shell Tyre and Sidon. 

Beirut radio reported yesterday 
that Tyre and Sidon were shelled, 
and that several houses were 
damaged and several people in- 
jured by the shelling. 

In another Incident, the militias 
yesterday shelled Nabatly* 
because the terrorists had cut off 
the supply or electricity to S. 
Lebanon, which comes from a 
power plant near N&batlya under 
terrorist control. 

Under the 'arrangement* main- 
tained between the terrorists and 
Haddad’s forces, the terrorists 
usually allow electricity to flow to 
South Lebanon. When they do cut it 
off, Haddad sends up an "electrici- 
ty barrage" to remind the 
terrorists to turn on the switch. 
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W. Bank protest call causes confusion

Calls for a one-day hunger strike 
and protest rallies today in support 
of ex-mayors Fahd Kawaszne and 
Mohammed Mllhem have met with 
confused reations among West 
Bank Arabs. 

The two ex-mayors, currently on 
a hunger strike themselves In 
Ramie jail, will challenge their 
deportation orders again before a 
three-justice panel of the High 
Court of Justice tomorrow mor- 
ning. 

Earlier this week, an announce- 
ment, ostensibly published by all 
the West Bank mayors, called cxi 
all Arab West Bank municipal of- 


ficials, professionals and trade 
organizations to protest in support 
of Kawaszne and Mllhem. But at 
least one mayor has dissociated 
himself from the call, which be and 
others have dismissed as “the 
machinations of local com- 
munists." 

Other mayors have urged 
K&wasme and Mllhem to stop their 
hunger strike. 

Hie two men were summarily 
deported on May 2 after the 
terrorist attack In Hebron in which 
six Jews were killed.

Judge Nashef said "the pupils 
don't want to learn and the teachers 
don't want to teach. The authorities 
are not Interested whatever 
happens.’* 

He said that principals and 
teachers break rules with Impunity, 
and help pupils cheat In baprut 
(matriculation) exams. 

"Senior officials In the Arab 
educational network have to be 
sacked," he told the sub- 
committee. 

Man held for defrauding 
prostitute’s guest 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — A man 
suspected of collaborating with a 
prostitute in defrauding an 
engineer of thousands of shekels 
will remain in custody, the Tel Aviv 
District Court ruled yesterday. 

Police say Amir Sharabi and a 
Petah Tikva prostitute drugged 
coffee to give the engineer, who had 
come to spend the evening with the 
woman at her home. They say he 
was kept there In a drugged state' 
for a week and wrote out cheques 
worth thousands of shekels, as well 
as giving Sharabi and the prostitute 
bank cheques to fill out. 

Police found him at the 
prostitute's house after being 
alerted by his family who were 
worried by his prolonged absence. 
Sharabi '8 attorney. Avraham Oren, 
reacting to police claims that the 
amount of money spent by the 
engineer during that week was un- 
reasonably high, asked: "Since 
when have the police been In charge 
of determining prostitutes' fees?" 

But the court rejected Sharabl's 
appeal against remand In order to 
give police time for- further in- 
vestigations. 

The prostitute, who was also 
arrested, was released on bail last 
week to allow her to take care of her 
baby. 


‘Refusenik’ seaman 
jailed by Soviets 

HAIFA (Itim). — A Russian Jewish 
seaman who worked on a Soviet 
meteorological ship was arrested 
six months ago after requesting to 
emigrate to Israel, and nothing has 
been heard of him since. 

News of Rima Shtiglik's fate 
reached Israel lost week in a letter 
sent to his friend, Arkady Kbdnlod, 
a new Immigrant. The letter was 
sent by a ‘refusenik' friend of Kod- 
niad's. 

Shtigllk worked as a machinist on 
a 'meteorological' ship, probably a 
disguised Intelligence vessel, that 
patrolled off the U.S. shore. After 
requesting to emigrate, he was 
taken to Moscow where his request 
was formally turned down. He 
began a hunger strike, whereupon 
he was arrested and charged with 
being a 'parasite.'

Hostages hot issue as 
U.S. eyes TV debate 



WASHINGTON. — Two things hung 
in the balance as President Jimmy 
Carter and challenger Ronald 
Reagan prepared to enter their 
television debate in Cleveland last 
night (4:30 this morning Israel 
time) — the results of next 
Tuesday’s election and the fate of 
the 52 American hostages in Iran. 

The Carter administration is ex- 
pressing increasing annoyance at 
news accounts suggesting the 
release of the 52 Americans is im- 
minent. One official says the 
reports not only may- prove 
groundless but actually could 
prolong the standoff. 

In Scranton, Pennsylvania, 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
said Monday the news media — not 
the administration — are raising 
false hopes. “This administration 
has never predicted the imminent 
release of the hostages. The press 
did that,” he said. 

'State Department spokesman 
John Trattner suggested that the 
optimistic reports may produce a 
backlash in Iran. He noted one 
report that quoted an unidentified 
Iranian as saying authorities in 
Teheran are interpreting the ac- 
counts as a form of pressure. 

Iranian leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini lashed out at 
Carter, but failed to mention the 
hostages in a speech broadcast by 
Teheran Radio yesterday. 

Khomeini said Carter "Is sitting 
in the White House” while Iranians 
were being killed In battle. His 
hour-long address came on a 


religious holiday that prompted the 
suspension of the Iranian maJUa 
i parliament! debate on the fate of 

the hostages. 

The raajlis was scheduled to 
resume debate today on wbat to do 
with the hostages. Sources in 
Teheran close to the debate said it 
was likely to continue for several 
more days or longer. 

The sources said a large number 
of deputies still favour trying some 
of the Americans as spies and have 
pledged to drag out the debate as 
long as possible. 

Meanwhile, Reagan holds a 
narrowing lead over Carter even as 
wavering Democrats move into 
Carter's camp, according to the 
Associated Press-National Broad- 
casting Corporation news poll. 

The latest AF-NBC News poll 
says Reagan leads Carter by six 
percentage points. Other published 
polls say the race is closer, with 
some making It a dead heat. In 
general, comparable results from 
the polls fall within the error 
margins of such surveys. 

TV Guide magazine on Monday 
endorsed Reagan for president, the 
first time In its 27-year history the 
18.9 million circulation weekly has 
taken sides in the race for the White 
House. 

The TV Guide publisher Walter 
Annenberg, who served as Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon's ambassador 
to England, said Carter's "unfor- 
tunate record does not warrant his 
re-election.” (AP, UPI, Router)

S. Korea purges Buddhists 


SEOUL, i AP). — South Korea’s 
martial law command announced 
yesterday that it rounded up 48 
‘‘pseudo-Buddhist monks and 
hooliganist monks” as part of its 
"social purification drive.” 

The command said that the 
arrested monks were under in- 
vestigation on charges of employ- 
ing violence to grab power in 
Buddhist circles, making illegal 
fortunes by abusing their religious 
posts, blackmailing and swindling. 

The command claimed that the 40 
monks have corrupted Buddhism 
and ignored its historic mission, as 
the traditional religion of Korea, to 
teach Koreans a correct sense of 
values. 


The announcement said that the 
martial law authorities had 
originally withheld purification 
measures in the Buddhist circle, ex- 
pecting self-purgation on the part of 
the monks. 


It said, however, that the martial 
law command was finally forced to 
purge the Buddhist group because 
it did not appear capable of purging 
itself. 


To date. South Korea has 
eliminated more than 40 prominent 
politicians, including dissident 
leader Kim Dae Jung and former 
ruling party president Kim Jong 
Pil, on sedition or curruption 
charges. 


Cannon-toting vet goes on rampage 


LAWTON. Oklahoma (UPI). — A 
29-year-old Vietnam veteran was' 
arraigned Monday on charges of 
assault with a deadly weapon — a 
26 -ton track-mounted cannon. 

Larry Joe Sales was charged with 
taking the weapon from Fort Sill on 
a a hour- long rampage through 
town. Bond was set at 81,000. 

’-The 155 .mm. self-propelled 
howitzer was unarmed and sitting 
in a motor pool maintenance sec- 
tion at the artillery training centre 
when Sales got hold of it early 
Saturday, an army spokesman 
said. He drove it through the base, 
knocking down fences before 
rumbling on into Lawton streets. 

Sales' wife had called police Fri- 


day night and said her husband had 
left the house, telling her he had to 
get some Important papers and “go 
to Vietnam.” 

She also said he had been under 
psychiatric treatment recently. 

Sales eventually stopped the gun 
in a field south of Lawton where of- 
ficers fired tear gas at it. forcing 
him to climb out. 

Police said there was extensive 
damage to fences, kerbs and other 
property along the 8-kilometre 
route he had covered. 

After Sales was arrested, he told 
police he remembered nothing 
about the rampage. He said the last 
thing he knew he was in bed at 
home. 


8th East German spy suspect arrested 


KARLSRUHE (UPI). — West Ger- 
man authorities have arrested a 40- 
year-old East German suspected of 
spying, the eighth alleged East Bloc 
agent caught in t'ne last two weeks. 

The man — who claims he is an 
East Berlin university lecturer by 
the name of Rainer Koenig — is 
suspected of having spied on behalf 
of the East German state security 
ministry, a spokesman for the 
federal prosecutor said. 

Other officials said Koenig had 
shown a false West Berlin identity 
card when arrested, that he bad 
"intelligence paraphernalia” in Ws 
possession and had carried a large 
sum of money. 

Koenig is the eighth suspected 
East Bloc agent arrested in the past 
fortnight. Six East Germans, spy- 
ing on West German weapons 
secrets, were arrested two weeks 
ago. and a German-Rumanian 
allegedly spying on emigrants from 
Rumania was detained two days 
later. 

The federal prosecutor 


spokesman said there was no con- 
nection between the agents. He 
refused to comment on the nature 
of Koenig’s agent work. A helper of 
Koenig was still at large, the 
spokesman said. 


Smith slams 
concept of 
votes for all 


TORONTO. — Former Rhodesian 
prime minister Ian Smith said on 
Monday that all countries, in 
eluding Canada., would have better 
government if they replaced the 
principle of "one man, one vote*' 
with "meritocracy” in which voting 
is restricted to intelligent, in 
dustrious and law-abiding adults. 

"Any system which believes and 
practises that your most Inefficient 
citizen, your most undesirable, un- 
principled and corrupt citizen., 
should have as much say In the 
government of your country as your 
most efficient and your most prin- 
cipled citizen... is a clear invitation 
.to chaos. In fact... is It not sheer 
madness?” he asked his Toronto 
audience. 

Speaking to a luncheon crowd of 
about 600 who had paid up. to $75 
Smith said the British democratic 
system — the model for govern- 
ment in much of black Africa — 
should have been labelled “not for 
export.” He said much of Africa 
has suffered because of failed 
democratic governments. 

He said when whites arrived in 
what Is now .Zimbabwe, the land 
was undeveloped and almost un- 
Inhabtt&ted. “It was one of the few 
parts of the world in which the 
wheel had not even evolved." 

Blacks prospered and multiplied 
under white rule and many visitors 
say "they see in our country the 
happiest black faces they have seen 
anywhere in this world.” Smith 
continued. 

Smltb's Toronto lecture was 
sponsored by Universal Speakers, a 
private organization which has also 
sponsored speeches by former U.S. 
president Gerald Ford and his 
secretary of state Henry Kissinger. 

He was also invited by a student 
debating society to speak at McGill 
University in Montreal but a stu- 
dent uproar led to cancellation of 
the event.

Libyans said bombing 
Chad from Nigeria 


DOUALA, Cameroon (UPI). — Li- 
byan aircraft have been flying into 
Chad from a base in Nigeria to at- 
tack the forces of former Chad 
defence minister Hlasene Habre, 
who heads one of the 11 factions in 
Chad’s civil war, a spokesman for 
Habre reportedly stated Monday.. 

The charge — reported here by 
diplomatic and news media sources 
— could not be officially confirmed, 
but it coincided with reports that an 
unidentified bomber that violated 
Cameroon air space to attack 
Habre faction positions In Chad two 
weeks ago was based in Maiduguri, 
a city in the north of Nigeria that Is 
separated from Chad by a narrow 
strip of Cameroon territory. 


Libya, which backs Chad presi- 
dent Goukouni Oueddei in the inter- 
nal struggle that resumed seven 
months ago, has supplied arms to 
all of the factions In Its southern 
neighbour's nearly 20-year civil 
war, and annexed a uranium-rich 
strip of Chad along their frontier. 


Warders’ action in

LONDON (Reuter). — The govern- 
ment prepared yesterday to ask 
Parliament for emergency powers 
to cope with a mounting crisis in 
Britain's prisons.

reasonable (they range from IS5 tor 
claims up to IS500, to IS 30 for 
claims between 131,600 and 132,000, 
which la the highest amount the 
Small Claims Court will deal with). 

The claim must be filed in the 
court that has Jurisdiction over the 
geographical area in which the 
defendant lives or has his business, 
or in which the product In question 
was sold or the accident in question 
occurred. 

* What this means Is that if you 
live, for example. In Ramat Gan or 
Rlshon Lezlon, towns not under the 
Jurisdiction of the Tel Aviv court, 
you can sue a Tel Aviv firm but not 
one in your own town. 

The Tel Aviv court is located at 
Helchal Hamishpat in Rehov Shaul 
Hamelech corner Welzmann (tel. 
03-284831), the Haifa court is at 2 
Rehov Bialik (tel. 04-844120). and 
the Jerusalem court la at 2 Rehov 
ChesMn, in the Russian Compound 
(tel. 02-246781). 

The Israel Consumer Council 
employs law students at these 
courts to help people prepare their 
claim forms (ktav tviyaj. It has 
-also prepared a leaflet (“Beit 
Mishpat Litviyot Ktanot”) which 
can be obtained by sending a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope 
to 42 Rehov Ha-unlversita. Ramat 
Aviv (tel. 03-427026). 

IF YOU DECIDE to file a claim, 
come prepared with the name and 
address of the defendant, and if it la 
a company, also the name of the 
manager of the branch or store. 
Bring along photocopies of any 
documents that will substantiate 
your — and money to pay the 

^ffeverythlngTs in order, you will 
- be given the date and time of the 
hearing, which will usually be 
about a month later. 


On the day I visited the court, the 
list posted outside the door showed 
that hearings had been scheduled at 
half-hour intervals, from 8.30 a.na. 
to 1.30 p.m. But It's like a dentist's 
appointment : If the cases that come 
Op before yours have dragged on 
you may have to wait half an hour 
or more. But at least not everybody 
is told to come at 8.30. In Tel Aviv, 
the court sits in the afternoon; In 
Jerusalem and Haifa, in the morn- 
ing. 

Rani Bodesky, spokesman of the 
courts administration, gave me the 
following statistics: in the first 
seven months of this year. 1,700 
claims were submitted In Tel Aviv, 
and 1,490 were disposed of; in 
Haifa, 680 claims were submitted 
and 600 disposed of. 

Jerusalem proved an embarrass- 
ment for Bodesky. As he read out 
the figures from the sheet that had 
been prepared for biro, it 
transpired that the Jerusalem data 
were only for the first four months 
of the year (200 claims submitted 
and 160 disposed of). From the 
angry telephone call he made then 
and there, I gathered that 
somebody hadn't done his Job. 

IT IS too early to know how Mr. 
Dehan will fare in his attempt to 
collect from BSB. According to 
Bodesky, collecting on the court 
judgment is ordinarily "not a 
problem." If a consumer has won 
his case against a company, it is 
easy tor the execution office to se- 
quester their property if milder 
measures fall. 

The only time there la difficulty, 
Bodesky says. Is when the defen- 
dant canpot be located. But no 
statistics are kept an the percen- 
tage of Sm all C laims Court cases in 
which the victor found it necessary 
to apply to the execution office, or

tip-service to religious pluralism In 
Israel but compromised on Its prin- 
ciples. 

The kibbutz movement fully 
cooperates with the Chief Rab- 
binate regarding conversion. If 
Ihud Kibbutzim wanted to, they 
could open their own conversion 
classes, or hold their own wedding 
ceremonies and then send the 
couples to the rabbinate later for 
the legally required ritual. Shapiro 
said. 

BUT THE IHUD has made an 
attempt to attract the non- 
Orthodox. It has three emissaries 
— in New York, Chicago and Los 
Angeles — working to encourage 
ally a among Reform Jews. 

They don't limit their activities to 
promoting settlement In a kibbutz, 
because many American Im- 
migrants aren't interested in 
collectives. "We also advise them 
on moving to the cities or develop- 
ment towns.” said Avidor. 

In addition, Ihud has Introduced a 
"rabbis In residence" programme, 
in which Conservative and Reform 
rabbis spend six weeks as guests at 
an Ihud kibbutz. 

"We don't expect them to be mis- 
sionaries for us. But they'll be very 
good emissaries to tell their con- 
gregants about kibbutz life," said 
Avidor. 

Finding a Labour kibbutz where 1 
Conservative Jews could obtain j 
their agricultural training is a ! 
problem, but It Is not as difficult as 
one might think. 

"Convincing the kibbutz to open a j 
kosher kitchen is not so difficult." j 
said Avidor. "There to a trend to- 
day towards more tradition in the 
kibbutz — lighting candles for 
Shabbot, singing zemirot and even 
making kidduah. 

"Though it doesnt mean they go 
-to synagogue, there is a special at- 
mosphere on Shabbat In many kib- 
butzim. And more and more people 
fast on Yom Kip pur — not out of 
religious beliefs but out of Iden- 
tification with the Jewish people." 

Ihud's motives in courting 
Reform and Conservative Jewry 
are based on "altruistic kibbutz 
values." Avidor insisted. And en- 
couraging aliya among these 
groups can make a dent In the 
assimilaton that is eating away at 
diaspora Jewry. 

Presumably, the arrangement 
could also work to the advantage 
of the Ihud, since Its reservoir of 
enthusiastic Zionist socialists Is be- 
ing depleted, with the Zionist youth 
movements abroad shrinking 
steadily. 

While it may mean only a few 
dozen settlers at a time, "that's the 
way most kibbutzim were es- 
tablished — by small groups of 
people." 

on how long it took the victor to ex- 
tract payment. 

Bodesky did say that a clever 
lawyer (whose client had Inst his 
case) could lead the victor on a 
merry chase. And he conceded that 
the winner of the judgment must 
pursue the matter actively: he 
doesn't simply pay the 3 per cent 
fee to the execution office and sit 
back until they send him a cheque. 

MAYA TAVORI, director of the 
Israel Consumer Council, who I un- 
derstood had In the past sharply 
criticized the collection difficulty, 
proved most moderate on this 
point. 

She accentuated the positive: 
many claims are settled between 
the parties even before the hearing, 
and many others in the course of 
the hearing. 

"We can't very well demand a 
special execution office for small 
claims," she ssld. "What we would 
like to see is more efficient and 
speedier execution of all court 
judgments." 

A more serious problem, she 
thinks, is that not every Israeli has 
access to the Small Claims Court. 
Ramat Gan and Rlshon Lezlon have 
been mentioned. The same goes for 
residents of Beersheba, Tiberias 
and Safad. 

If they buy a defective product 
from a local firm, there Is no Small 
Claims Court that has Jurisdiction. 
Even if the local dealer has a Tel 
Aviv or Haifa connection that 
makes it possible for the consumer 
to sue. he would still have to travel 
to the big city for the hearing. 

Tavorl also thinks that the IS2.000 
maximum fixed for the Small 
Claims Court is ridiculously low. 
She suggests that the maximum be 
linked to the cost of a refrigerator, 
which she puts at around 138,000. 

She also would like the Jerusalem 
and Haifa courts to follow the Tel 
Aviv example and hold their 
hearings In the afternoon. If they 
did. the Jerusalem housewife who 
stayed home from work to wait for 
the refrigerator repairman whe- 
never came would be more- likely to 
accept the advice of the Industry, 
Trade and Tourism Ministry and 
sue the company for loss of a day's 
pay. 


Sachs spoke about “The Sensuous 
Baroque." He first discussed 
Mannerism, and Instanced poetry 
by John Donne, paintings by El 
Greco and music by Gesualdo.

He discussed the sculpture of Ber- 
nini ("the vision of Theresa") and 
the music of Bach. 

SACHS* LECTURE was both In- 
teresting and stimulating. How 
regrettable that the concert Itself 
seemed to have no connection with 
what he had said. Some of the 
pieces performed were not even 
Baroque, and those that were by no 
means reinforced what he had said. 

I really see no reason why lecture 
and concert should remain com- 
pletely unrelated. 

There was some consolation In 
the level of performance — Mira 
Zakai's deeply moving singing, and 
the fine craftsmanship of the 
.Recorder 'Ensemble. Michael 
Melzer is an excellent performer, 
and shows great musical un- 
derstanding. He explores the limits 
of the recorder, and transcends 
them. ' BENJAMIN BAB- AM

Shrewd management ends 
paint giant’s losing streak

When Henry Sherwin opened his 
retail paint shop In Cleveland back 
in 1866 . his atm was to provide 
neighbourhood families with a 
basic product: colourful coatings 
that make a home attractive and 
offer protection for walls and 
ceilings. 

Before long, the affable paint 
retailer became a wholesaler. And 
then came a steady string of ac- 
quisitions of paint manufacturing 
firms, that thrust Henry Sherwin 
into the top league of the American 
business constellation of those 
days. His progress was meteoric. 

His firm, by then known as 
Sherwin-Williams Company, in- 
troduced the world’s first ready-to- 
use paint — with no need for the 
customer to mix the pigment and 
base himself. In a few years, the 
firm became America’s — and then 
the world’s — largest paint 
manufacturer. It scored another 
goal in the ‘fifties when it in- 
troduced the world’s first emulsion 
paint. Kem Tone. 

Then, about 20 years ago, the 
.Queen Elizabeth of the Industry 
began to founder in rough seas. 
Sales and profits began to cake up 
like paint in a can left unsealed. 
With directors and stockholders 
deeply concerned, an astute 46- 
year-old Clevelander working in 
Chicago was "lured” back to his 
home town and offered the 
challenge of getting the tired old 
paint giant back on its corporate 
feet. 

"Well. I guess we succeeded," 
John G. Breen, the new president 
and chief executive officer at 
Sherwin-Williams Company said 


this week in an interview with the 
The Jerusalem Post at the King 
David Hotel. Breen and his wife are 
in Israel with a group of leading 
U.S. business executives, touring 
the country as guests of the Israel 
Bonds Organization. 

"A large corporation Is like a. 
state, even like your State of 
Israel. " said Breen. "There must 
be viability, determination and 
strength." 

To shoot these three qualities Into 
the ailing Sherwin-Williams Com- 
pany. Breen promptly made new 
appointments and reshuffled the 
firm's planning, finance and 
operations departments. 

Within one week after he took 
over, Sherwin-Williams resumed 
paying a quarterly dividend after 
almost two years’ suspension. 
Within nine months after his 
arrival, the company’s net income 
soared by 90 per cent, while sales 
rose only 6 per cent. "It was a 
matter of generating a new cash 
flow,” Breen explained. 

Generating working capital in- 
volved some hard bargaining with 
banks and financial institutions for 
changes In long-term and short- 
term loans, and with customers and 
suppliers for more favourable ac- 
counts receivable and accounts 
payable schedules. 

With a company the sl 2 e of 
Sherwin-Williams, every dollar — 
or, more correctly, every million 
dollars — counts. After all; in the 
U.S. alone the firm has more than 
20 plants making not only paints but 
also intermediate chemicals lor the 
agricultural, food, plastics and 
beverage Industries. 

Then there is the packaging 
products and graphic arts division.

Pharmacists in fight against 
free price competition

that manufactures and sells cans 
and aerosol containers to com- 
petitors. And, finally, there is the 
specialty products division, that 
manufactures adhesives, paint 
brushes and rollers and spraying 
equipment. 

Major foreign subsidiaries 
operate in Canada. Mexico, 
Jamaica and Brazil, and Sherwin- 
Williams licensees are located in 34 
countries. 

Besides all these plants, the com- 
pany also owns about 1,900 retail 
stores throughout the U.S. 

"In 1978." Breen asserted, "the 
company barely made It above the 
loss line, with sales of SI. 132b. We 
managed to raise this figure by 6 
per cent last year, to $l.l98b. i 
However, net income was what ! 
made the heart throb with delight. 
It rose by 247 per cent from 1978 to 
1979 — from 99.1m. to 918m. 

With his eye on the 1990s, John 
Breen is pressing the pedal hard on 
his two Ds — diversification and 
development. 

He explained: "While paints and 
coatings are our bread-and -butter 
line. We realize that radical growth 
in paint sales cannot be hoped for. 
That is why we will branch out 
more strongly into the intermediate 
chemical field."

TEL AVIV. — - The Association of 
Private Pharmacists held an 
emergency meeting yesterday to 
discuss ways of persuading the 
Health Ministry not to change the 
law which fixes standard prices for 
drugs. 

Health Minister EHezer Shostak 
has not yet taken a decision, but a 
committee which examined the 
problem, advised by six votes to 
one to allow each druggist to charge 
prices as he sees fit. 

Eliahu Bass, chairman of the 
association, which includes 870 
pharmacists, moat of which employ 
at least two assistants, said on Mon- 
day that allowing each druggist to 
fix his own prices would allow the 
large ones to flourish while forcing 
the small ones out of business. 

At present, he said, the gross 
profit on the sale of drugs is 29 per 
cent. This compares with 40 to 49 


per cent In most countries of 
Europe, with Korea and Japan, 
where prices are fixed by law. m 
the U.S. the authorities fix a 
minimum price to protect the small 
druggist. 

"We are considering holding a 24- 
hour strike to impress on the 
minister the seriousness of the 
situation,” Bass said. "Allowing 
prices to float will lead to bargain- 
ing between pharmacist and 
customer, and a lack of 
professional interest by the phar- 
macist in his work." 

Moreover, be pointed out that "if 
pharmacists become merchants 
and stop being professionals, we 
will stop our voluntary service of 
keeping the drug stores open during 
the night. The present law does not 
force us to establish a duty-system, 
and we will agree to stay open for 
emergencies only if all other 
merchants, such as grocers, are 
also forced to stay open.” 


Two new Jerusalem hotels approved 


A controversial six-storey hotel 
planned for East Jerusalem has 
been granted approved status by 
the Tourist Administration and will 
receive government financial 
assistance. 

This was decided on Sunday by 
the Investment committee of the 
Tourist Administration. The plan is 
to build a three-star, 120-room hotel 
at a cost of 1817.3m. In Sheikh 
Jarrah, just west of the Nablus 
road, on land acquired by a Jewish 
contractor. 

In June, the Jerusalem City Plan- 
ning Committee granted planning 
permission for the hotel, overruling

TEL AVIV. — England was, and 
remains, one of the great exporting 
nations of the world, Cecil Parkin- 
son v M.P.. British Minister of 
Trade, yesterday told the Israel- 
Brltlsh Chamber of Commerce. 

"Everyone talks about Japan, 
but the United Kingdom exports 
twice as much per-capita as Japan. 
England exports 38 per cent of Its 
production, compared to 25 to 26 per 
cent for France and Germany, 13 
per cent for Japan, and 8 per cent 
for the U.S.," the minister said. 

Despite the UK’s firm position as 
a trading partner — goods valued at 
91 , 000 m. (he used dollars) are 
shipped abroad every , week, and 
services of half this sum were also 
exported each week — the country 
faced considerable problems at 
home. There were two million 
jobless, the rate of inflation was 
19.9 per cent (laughter from the 
Israelis), some production Ones 
stagnated, and in others productivi- 
ty was low.

MACABEE DEAN reports in the last of two

“We are by far the biggest dia- 
mond exchange io the world. Forty 

per cent of oil dlamont used for 

Jewellery or Investments (this does 
not include Industrial diamonds) 
are polished In Israel.*' Few of the 
152 foreign Investors In the new 
structures are Jews. They come 
from such countries as Belgium, 
Italy, the U.S., India. Japan and 
China. “Even twelve non-Israelis 
have set up plants in Israel lately," 
he notes with satisfaction. 

“The reason Is simple,” he Bays. 
“Our workers are the best In the 
world. When they polish a diamond 
they exploit the raw material to the 
utmost, and the diamond they turn 
out Is as large as possible. They 
don't polish away too much." The 
added value, In the diamond in- 
dustry is a low 20 per cent, com- 
pared to 65 per cent In agriculture 
and Industry. 

“Moreover, we have 80 per cent 
of all the most modem machinery 
In the world, a goodly portion of 
which is automated. The industry 
has embarked on an aggressive 
sales campaign abroad, even open- 
ing offices in outlying places, to 
perk up sales." 

If exports brought In $1,00 3m. in 
1977, and rose to SI, 318m. in 1978. 
they dropped to $1 ,224m. last year. 
This year Schnitzer believes that 
exports will top the 61,400m. mark, 
“liiia is an increase in actual ex- 
ports, since prices are lower. In ac- 
tual carats, the peak was reached 
in 1977 with 3.356.000 carats; it 
dropped to 2,570,000 carats in 1978, 
and to 2.153,000 carats In 1979. In 
19S0, he hopes that the amount of 
carats sold will be 10 to 15 per cent 
higher than in 1979. 

Incidentally, a carat weighs 200 
milligrams so it takes five carats to 
make one gram. And the weed carat 
itself evidently eomes from the 
Middle East, 'meaning the 
equivalent In weight of one bean 
from the fruit of a carob tree.

another facet that Is hurting ths 
local industry. 

The raw stones which Russia 
doesn't sell to the Syndicate go to 
supply the Russian polishing In- 
dustry, which can sell them abroad 
at lower prices. Moreover, South 
Africa, the greatest supplier of raw 
stones In the world, sells at 10 per 
cent below Syndicate prices to the 
local South African industry, to 
make it more competitive. 

There are also several hundred 
thousand persons in India who 
polish diamonds — although about 
150,000 are now out of work due to 
the recession. They constitute less 
competition for Israel, hoewever, 
since the Indians concentrate on 
very small stones. But the Indians 
are willing to work for a slave's 
pay. 

In Israel some 350 out of 800 
plants have gone out of business in 
the past few years. Schnitzer notes. 
But he admits that most of the 350 
were small plants, and that the 
medium and large ones are con- 
tinuing to polish, even If they do not 
provide their workers with the 
same amount of work. Some dis- 
missals have taken place. 

In all, there are 12.000 to 13,000 
persons employed in the diamond 
polishing Industry at present, com- 
pared to almost twice that many a 
few years ago. 

The government has given the In- 
dustry no help, Schnitzer says. 
Other industries have received 
long-term loans In unlinked pounds.

which means that they have to pay 
back much less In actual buying 
power than they received. “It is a 
decade since the authorities gave 
us such unlinked loans In pounds. 
As for dollar loans, we have to pay 
1.5 per cent more In interest than 
the average local industrialist. " 

Question: How will having to 
keep books starting January 1, 1981, 
affect thc industry? 

Answer: The present system of 
paying taxes according to a 
tachshlv (size of the business) was 
both good and bad. In good business 
years we came out on top; but In 
bad years we have a rough time. 
One thing is certain. Under the pre- 
sent (old) system, the merchants 
concentrated all their efforts on Im- 
proving their sales; under the new 
system, some will concentrate a bit 
of their attention on finding legal 
loopholes In the law. But keeping 
books will Improve our Image. 

In 1977, the diamond Industry 
paid IL2b. In taxes. “And - 1 can 
mention the name of one large firm 

— although I won’t — whose sales 
run Into billions of pounds each 
year, and It only paid IL30m, In 
1977." The tax Incomes for 1978 and 
1979 have not yet been published. 

The books will be kept In dollars, 
not in shekalim. The reasoning 
behind this is clear. The merchants 
buy their raw materials from the 
Syndicate in dollars; they sell their 
polished stones abroad In dollars. 
"Our sales within the country itself 
are practically zero," says 
Schnitzer. 

The touchy point, of course. Is 
those sales to anonymous persons 

— those who would rather forgo a 
purchase than have their names 
registered In a ledger, any ledger, 
any place In the world, despite all 
the assurances of secrecy. Some 
are buying for their girlfriends; 
others as “life insurance." Both 
groups like to sleep at night. (Dlls 
explains the numbered bank ac- 
counts in Switzerland.)

"A CHARMING RASCAL": that dev flat atingly accurate, and 
only half -forgiving, label was pinned on Ezer Weizman. then an 
ex-general freshly parachuted Into the political arena, by the 
unchallengeable Menahem Begin, when the two had their 
earliest row about who should call the tune in He rut. 

The label has stuck, and today it seems more appropriate 
than ever. 

Mr. Weizman, now ex -defence minister, is a most peculiar 
combination of hlgh-mindedness and utter irresponsibility. He 
can show himself to be, almost at once, soberly intelligent and i 
irrepressibly impulsive, perhaps caring about the truth but , 
hardly about the consequences. 

As cabinet minister Mr. Weizman was a doggedly powerful at- 
torney on behalf of the cause of peace with Egypt. Yet his last 
important act as minister of defence was the heedless banish- 
ment, without due process, of the West Bank mayors. 

Now he has done it again, frivolously meddling in the 
American presidential election campaign. 

To be sure, he had long before, even as minister, made no 
bones about the fact that he was just mad about Jimmy, and 
would dearly like to see him back in the White House for a se- 
cond term. So much did he appreciate Mr. Carter’s services to 
Israel and to the cause of peace In the region. 

This is Mr. Weizman's view today, too, and it makes no 
difference to him that there is a Republican candidate, a Mr.- 
Reagan, now opposing Mr. Carter, and that Mr. Weizman 
himself, though no longer In the cabinet, is still a Knesset 
Member, and still somehow represents Israel abroad. 

So what does Ezer do? He boards Mr. Carter's campaign 
plane on a flight from Washington, D.C., to Cleveland, where a 
crucial television debate is due to be held with Mr. Reagan, 
barely a week before the election. 

To credit Mr. Weizman's own later report, he does on board 
no more than have a chat and an ice-cream with his host: he 
puts out no political statements. But In the meantime he has 
effectively endorsed Jimmy Carter for U.S. president, and In 
Israel's name as it were. Moreover, so he seems to have 
suggested, if the opposition tret and fume, they can just go fly a 
kite. 

Perhaps the Reagan (as well aa the Anderson) camp should 
really let It go at that. They should also bear in mind that Mr. 
Weizman is today but a one-m an party, that he has acted entire- 
ly on his own, and that despite his considerable popularity with 
American Jews it la doubtful whether he has Induced a single 
American Jewish voter to switch to Mr. Carter. 

What cannot, however, be gainsaid is that Mr. Weizman’s in- 
tervention In the American political process has no precedent 
for sheer blatancy. It easily puts in the shade Ambassador 
Rabin's controversial genuflection towards Richard Nixon in 
his tight with George McGovern eight years ago. 

The naughty kid of Israel politics deserves a resounding rap 
on the knuckles. What his latest flippancy has dene to his future 
political career, is his own problem. However, what it may have 
i done to Israel's relations with the U.S., regardless of who wins 
the election, is Israel's problem. 


Patriotism and its limits 


IF Chief Rabbi Shlomo Goren were not such a bellicose 
chauvinist his decision to go abroad for open heart surgery 
would perhaps not have prompted such controversy. For cer- 
tainly the care and treatment of one's body is a profoundly 
private matter over which the individual is sovereign — even if 
this 1 s not the orthodox rabbinic view. 

But Rabbi Goren happens to be an outspoken and loud spoken 
patriot, and, therefore, his preference for the Cleveland Clinic 
(like the King of Saudi Arabia before him) is all the more a vote 
of non-confidence in Israeli medicine. 

No wonder then that Rabbi Goren's doctors and those who 
must approve in one form or another such foreign treatment are 
peeved. No doubt too, their sensibilities and professional pride 
will be pricked even more by the rabbi's casuistic explanations. 
Yet even that is his own affair. 

What Is not a private matter however, is the law which 
provides state-funded medical care in Israel or abroad, for life, 
to a whole array of state and government functionaries and 
their families. 

That law certainly requires review. Only in communist and 
despotic states does election or appointment to high state office 
bring with it immunity from one's own society at public ex- 
pense. 

Why Israel should follow such a model is a puzzle. What re- 
quires review is the list of office holders who should properly 
receive special medical benefits, the duration of these 
privileges after leaving office, the inclusion of family in the 
benefits and the criteria for including treatment abroad at 
public expense. 

Under the present law, Rabbi Goren acted by right, whatever 
the impression he has made on public opinion. But that he had 
such a right to exercise carries the privileges of office beyond 
proper democratic practice.

IT IS 18 MONTHS since I was 
suddenly released from prison and 
thrown Into freedom. 

"Freedom" is the second word in 
a Soviet prisoner's vocabulary; the 
first is "bread." Of course, there 
cannot be freedom In a country 
where at any given time more than 
two million people are behind bars. 
Their understanding of life Is best 
expressed in the popular prison 
saying: "The sooner you get into 
prison, the sooner you will get out. 
The sooner you get out, the sooner 
you will be back." 

I know the sad truth of this from 
personal experience. In 1968, I 
finished serving my first sentence 
of seven long years for taking part 
in the democratic movement. On 
the eve of my release, I was called 
Into the prison office to have my 
head shaved for the last time. Or so 
I thought... But I was to have my 
head shaved for another nine years 
— more than a hundred times. 

They shaved me, took my finger- 
prints and photographed me from 
all angles- The governor of the 
Vladimir Prison asked me where I 
wanted to live. He was not asking 
out of politeness. I was to be under 
constant surveillance, and my case 
had to be sent to the local KGB — no 
secret was made of that. 


A HARD 

ROAD 

TO 

FREEDOM 


ONLY A FEW THINGS surprised 
me about the West. Although only 
Soviet newspapers are allowed Ln 
prison and camp, if you read 
between the lines you can get a 
more or less adequate picture of the 
West, and In tact there were only 
three phenomena that particularly 
surprised me when I came here. 

Taking into account the 
philosophy of "the Individual" — 
the basis of Western culture — and 
the specific features of a highly in- 
dustrialised society, I had expected 


people to be more egocentric, 
apathetic and indifferent to one 


apathetic and Indifferent to one 
another than they are. 

From childhood, I, like everyone 
in the USSR, was a prey to Indoc- 
trination about the Russian people 
being the kindest, the most 
generous, the moat hospitable and 
the jolllest in the world. 

Maybe there were people like 
that once, taut in the Soviet Union 
now people generally have no soul, 
they are egocentric, irritable, 
suspicious and spiteful. If you step 
on somebody's foot by accident, he 
ta ready to break your bones. Such 
Is life there — no rights, constant 
tension and pressure, everyone 
looking for some relief. 

After the depressing, evil and 
hostile faces of the prison guards 
and Soviet people in general, 
suddenly here I found so many 
faces fell of good will, so many peo- 
ple prepared to give their time and 
energy to helping those less for- 
tunate than themselves. 

That was my first surprise. The 
Becond was a sad one. 

I had no Illusions about the West ' 
being capable of strong and 
calculated resistance against the 
Soviet system. The disunity of the 
West is an inevitable result of 
democratic pluralism. Two other 
characteristics are sluggishness 
and indecision. Totalitarianism, on 
the other hand. Is characterized by 
aggressiveness, dynamism and 
mobility. 

That is why the Soviet Union 
always cultivates instability, 
provokes near-war situations: in 
such situations, and not in peaceful 
competition. It has power over the 
indecisive and clumsy democratic 
system. 

But when you have seen from the 
inside just how the Soviet regime is 
strengthening its military capabili- 
ty, bow it Is preparing the nation for 
war. you hope that Western 
politicians understand the great 
dangers and prepare for them In 
some way. You hope that they un- 
derstand that any capitulation Is an 
Invitation to Increased aggression-, 
that Moscow's strength is very 
often only the consequence of 
Western weakness; that Moscow 
can only be contained by a display 
of force.

astonished by the incredible 
blindness — or, to be more exacts 
an unwillingness to see, because 
f ar-sightedneBS in this case disturbs 
political careers. 

The third surprise (while X had 
read about it ln the Soviet press, It 
was so unbelievable that I thought 
it was malicious exaggeration) was 
that masses of Americans were op- 
posed to the CIA — not just against 
specific Incidents or conduct, but 
against the CXA in principle. 

The quiet (and sometimes not so 
quiet) war of the USSR against the 
West never ceases, and the cons- 
tant losses of the West are largely a 
result of the weakness of its in- 
telligence. 

I heard the demagogic Identifica- 
tion of the CIA with the KGB. That 
is a great mistake, or a lie. They 
are quite different ln their aims and 
their methods. 

It is enough to say that the CIA 
has only 16,000 men, while the KGB 
has more than 400,000 paid 
employees, besides the network of 
unpaid, semi-voluntary agents 
throughout greater Russia. In addi- 
tion, tourists, diplomats, jour- 
nalists, artists and practically 
everybody who goes to the West is 
involved with the KGB in one way 
or another, giving information and 
reports, and carrying out missions 
of all sorts. This is not to say that 
they are KGB agents — that Is quite 
another matter. 


individuals had left the USSR, and 
anyone who declared an intention to 
emigrate was called a traitor to the 
motherland. 

He said angrily, “X see your 
future on the palm of your hand. 
You won’t have much freedom." 

He wasn’t being a prophet: in 
those days, anyone could foretell 
the same fate for anyone’ declaring 
a wish to emigrate. The KGB 
followed my every step, and it 
became quite clear that they would 
arrest me, especially as I was help- 
ing to disseminate underground 
literature, some of which I wrote 
myself. 

It was only after the scandal of 
our trial, the Leningrad trial, that 
the West began to pay attention to 
the problem of Soviet emigration. 

The Soviet Union needed foreign 
currency, bread and technology. So 
the cunning game of detente was 
begun and Moscow was forced to 
soften Its emigration policy. From 
1948 to 1970, only about 7,000 left the 
USSR; during the last 10 years, 
about 300,000 have left. 


IN 1968, when the Vladimir Prison . 
governor asked me where I wanted 
to live and I said Israel, he was 
shocked, for at that time very few 


SINCE 1970, Western people have 
taken an active interest in the fate 
of Soviet dissidents and prisoners, 
and their situation baa definitely 
changed. 

During my first sentence, I was 
alone with my friends Inside the 
camp. Nobody in the outside world 
knew about us and nobody wanted 
to know. We were alone against a 
gigantic repressive state. They 
could do as they pleased with us, 
knowing that no one would help. 

Now, before putting pressure on 


someone, the . KGB think* -twice, if 
they see that some organizatioh, or 
even ordinary people, are 
watching. And the prisoners, 
refuseniks or dissidents -who are 
conscious of moral support are 
completely different people. 

All over the world* there are peo- 
ple whose conscience gives them no 
peace because they know that there 
are others who need their help. If . 
all this diffused energy could be 
combined, the result would be ' 
tremendous. 

For example, December. IS could 
be declared the day of the. struggle 
for free emigration. Onthat datp,10 
years ago, the Leningrad trial 
started, and so did the emigration 
of tens of thousands of Soviet 
citizens. But three men who 
sacrificed themselves tor this are 
still In prison — Alexei Murzhanko, 
Ylry Fedorov, and the last of the 
Jewish prisoners, . Yosef 
Mendelevich. 

If December 15 were to be mark- 
ed by people In different countries 
gathering not only outside Soviet 
embassies and missions, but out- 
side the UN in New York, and out- 
side government buildings and of- 
fices of companies that trade with 
the USSR, and demanding that 
trade be linked to human rights and .. 
free emigration, the effect could be 
remarkable.
